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Street Frightfulness 


There have been six deaths in Edmon- 
ton since the first of this year as the re- 
sult of street accidents,-one per month on 
the average. The accidents occurred un- 
der widely differing conditions and cannot 
be placed under one heading as indicating 
where responsibility belongs. Neither mo- 
torists, pedestrians nor cyclists can be 
blamed for all of them. The only conclu- 
sion that fits is that there has been lack 
of caution on the part of some in all three 
groups; not necessarily recklessness of the 
positive or deliberate kind, but of the kind 
that does not recognize the need of care- 
fulness, And that kind of recklessness is 
just as dangerous and just as deadly as 
the other. 

Making all allowance for accidents 
which just “will happen,” there is no 
other explanation for street conduct which 
results in a person being killed each month 
in a city the size of Edmonton. It must be | 
remembered that for each fatality there | 
were probably a dozen or a score Situa- 
tions in which fatalities were narrowly 
missed. Not every setting for an accident 
results in an accident actually occurring; 
and not every accident results in a fatal- 
ity. Good luck rather than good manage- 
ment must be credited that the record is 
not more terrible than it is; and it is ter- 
rible beyond any need. 

If month after month can pass with- 
out any fatalities on the streets of Winni- 
peg, nothing but lax vigilance can account | 
for a fatality per month on the streets of 
Edmonton.

The article declares that the ideal of 
Christ on the cross is contrary to the “her- 
oic” spirit of Nazism. “The gods of our 
ancestors,” it said, “were of different ap- 
pearance from the crucified one. They 
were men. They had weapons in their 
hands. This weapon symbolized the typi- 
cal existence of our race, one of action and 
a feeling of responsibility. How different 
is the colorless crucified one, whose pas- 
sive attitude and characteristic suffering 
express humility and resignation—traits 
of character contrary to the heroic spirit 
of our conscience, which is based on blood.” 

It was not to make this doctrine dom- 
inant in Europe that Franco's Catholic 
Spanish soldiers fought, and won the 
blessing of the Pope. But it was to give 
supremacy to the alliance whose senior 
partner is promulgating this creed that 

remier Mussolini sent Italian troops to 
Spain. Between the motives of the Span- 
ish Catholics who fought for Franco and 
the political purposes of Il Duce there is a 
great gulf. Will Catholic Franco make 
Spain a sponsor and champion of Nazi

Nothing succeeds like success. The Spanish 
rebels having triumphed over the Loyalists, all 
who shared in the victory are now claiming 
credit. Two of the nations that subscribed to the 
non-intervention committee are cynically claim- 
ing credit for active aid. Be it said for the other

GERMANY WANTS to the non-intervention 
ITS HONORS TOO agreement, who merely 


gave passive aid—Britain 
and France—they are not boasting of it. Musso- 
lini, a temperamental Latin, kept boasting of 
the aid he was giving the Spanish rebels while 
subscribing to the non-intervention agreement. 
The Germans, more phlegmatic, kept quiet until 
the fighting was over. The German government 
has now released to the press a glowing account 
of what her forces did for Franco in Spain, by 
land and sea and in the air. 

Hitler in Berlin on June 6 saw a great parade 
of the German troops who fought in Spain, 
after a preliminary welcome by Air Marshal 
Goering at Hamburg.

Here are some of the things now callously 
admitted by the German government in its press 
release. The German forces that fought in Spain 
as the Condor Legion are part of the regular 
fighting forces of Germany. It was organized 
by army, navy and air force staffs, and sent to 

Spain at Chancellor Adolf 
HITLER SENT Hitler's own command. This 
ARMY TO SPAIN decision to aid the Spanish 

rebels was made in July, 1936. 
(The Spanish Civil War began on July 18, 
1936). The German Air Ministry, headed by Ait 
Marshal Goering, was commanded to recruit 
“volunteers” for the work. 

The first contingent, consist 
selected “volunteers” under 
Scheele, sailed from Hamburg for Cadiz, Spain 
on the Woermann liner Usaramo, 31, 
1936.

PEACE ISSUE 
NOW DEPENDS 
ON EXPANSION 


Visiting German Journal- 
ist Gives Views On Eu- 
ropean Crisis 


Peace in Europe depends upon 
“re-adjustments” taking place that 
will allow crowded nations room 
to expand without need of dis- 
turbing the status quo by force, 
said Baron K. Von Stutterheim, 
German journalist, with headquar, 
ters in London, Eng. 

The visiting journalist, who is now 
making a survey trip of the British 
empire for a series of articles he is 
writing, plans i gather material 
also for a book on the Empire 


NOT IN NAZI PARTY 

Since 1922 he has been correspon- 
dent of the famous German paper 
the Berlin Tageblatt, which died 
early this year. Since then he has 
been working for another. German 
paper. He said he was not a mem- 
ber of the Nazi party 

“Re-adjustments often have taken 
place,” the Baron said. “It is only 
a question of whether they will 
come about by peaceful change or 
after the exercise of force 

He said that it was futile to 
nurse the hope of an abiding peace 
in Europe so long as virile peo- 
ples found themselves crowded 
into territory that was too small 
for them. 

Asked how he reconciled the Ger- 


man claim for more territory with 
the campaign to increase the birth- 
rate, Baron Stutterheim said t 


there was one major explanation 
ROBBED OF GENERATION 

The war had robbed Germany of 
@ generation, and the gap between 
the young and old was appalling. 
Germans began fear that their 
country was becoming a “nation of 
octogenarians.” Hence the cam- 
Ppaign to raise the birth rate. 

Asked what he 
policy of appeasement, he replied: 

“The policy of appeasement was 
good so long as it went along 
with the policy of re-adjustment 
in Europe. If it meant to stabilize 
the status quo, it was not good.” 

In reply to a question asking him 
where Germany could get vegetable 
and other fats she needed, he sug- 
gested that “West Africa” might of- 
fer hopeful possibilities in this re- 
spect. 

REFUSES COMMENT 

He refused to make any comment 
on the negotiations between Eng- 
land and France and Russia, and| 
the charge that Germany also may) 
be carrying on covert negotiations 
with the Soviet

Germany, he said, “Hitler asks 
for frank advice, but the ulti- 
mate decision is always his alone.”
